HE Portion of this Service already Calculated (in Order to the Whole ) 
is a Navigable In-Land Communication betwixt the Sea-Ports of Dublin 
and Limerick, And the like Navigable Canal to Croſs the former thro? 


moſt Xqui-diſtant Ports of the Kingdom. | 

A Plan is Laid down Shewing che Extent and Situation of the Service, with the 
Method to be Purſued in the Execution; And thence an equal Proſpect Given of 
teveral other Services of the ſame Nature that are equally Practicable in other Parcs 
of the Kingdom, and have the fame Right to be Provided for. 


The Work is Diſtributed into ſeveral Ayportionments, and the Charge of the py 


Reſpective Dividends ſeverally Aſcertained; One or other whereof is Propos'd to 


The Canals are to Carry Boats of Twenty Tuns Burthen, on a Level Stagnated 
Water as far as the Reſpective TraCts will puMbly bear fnrh Levels, and thence to 


fall by Locks of late Invention to any other lower Levels; and to flouu Level to 


Level into the Reſpective Tyde-Ways. 9 5 

Theſe Locks (except the very Shuts of the Flood-Gates) are to be Built of Hewn 
Stone, which takes away the Apprehenſion of Future Repairs: The Flood-Gates 
no Higher than 10 Foot ſhall Regulate Falls tho' of 50 or 100, which Avoids a 


preſent Multiplicity: And are to be Plac'd on ſeparate Canals, becauſe in the 


Main Channels they wou'd not only Injure Mills and Fiſheries of all Kinds, and 
likewiſe Drown the Country Backward in Proportion to the Height of Water to 
be Rais'd by ſuch Locks, but be themſelves continually expos'd to the Violence of 
Floods and Inundations, and thereby Create an Expence in Future Repairs, as well 
as a Diſappointment to Trade During ſuch Intervals. _ 7 
As the Service is of the Laſt Conſequence, ſo the Expence may be made very Eat y 
and Inſenſible to the Nation, by Adding but one ſeventh Part more (that 15 One 


talf Penny to Three Pence) to the Preſent Additional Duties, to be Set Apart 


for this Service; Which may be Levy'd by the ſame Officers in the fame Method, 
and with no more Trouble than they already have: And may be Continued (wich 


or without the Three Pence) for a limited Term to Anfwer theſe great Ends. Thus, 
This Additional Half-Penny in 15 Years will Finiſh the preſent Scheme as far as tis. 


already Calculared (or ſo much of the whole Service as ſhall be Equivalent thereto : ) 
And, this being ſo Confiderable and Extenſive a Part of the Whole, 19 Years more 
may be Rationally Computed Sufficient ro Anſwer the other Services of this Kind 
that ſhall hereafter be found Practicable and Important in other Parts of the King— 
dom: And this Fund, being Paid by theſe Annual Inſtalments, is but equa ro the 
common Intereſt of Two Years Whole Additional Duty; and that but for a lime. 
This Fund may be Veſted in Commiſſioners (Three or more of every County * 
whoſe Succeſſors, in Caſe of Vacancies by Death, Reſignation cr other Removal ,

the Centre of the Kingdom from Waterford to Sligo, which are Four al- 
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Chief Governor and Privy-Council or other Supreme Authority for the Time being. 

This Additional Half-Penny being ſuppoſed to Amount to 0 or 12 Thoutan:; 
Pounds per Ann. The Plan of the Service with the Reſpective Apporticnmen:s 
thereon Mark't, will ſkew how far this Sum is Compured tufficient to Carry anv 
particular Branch or Dividend of the Work (as, Suppoſe, from Limerick to A.- 
lone, from Roſs to Killkenny, & c. And the Commiſſioners at their Yearly Congrets 
having Refolv'd on the particular Portion or Dividend of the Work which they jhai 
judge moſt Important and Preferable, ſhall Apply that Years Fund accordingly, aud 
{o from Year to Year till the Whole be Accompliſhr. | 

By this Method the Levies will be fo Minute and Inſenſible, the Yearly Applica- 
tions fo Deliberate, and the Diſburtements fo Secure, That the Work may be Car- 
ry'd on by eaſy Degrees without any Hazard or ſenſible Burthen to the Country: 
The Nation will have their Money from Year to Year in their own Power and Dif- 
poſal : And this Committee being Compos'd of an Equal Number of Repreſenta- 
tives of the Reſpective Counties, all Parts of the Kingdom have an Equal Proſpect 
and Security to be Accommodated in their Turn; And the Service that is not yet 
Spoken (nor perhaps thought) of, may poſſibly take Place of ſome that are aleady 
1 and Aſcertain d, as it ſhall appear Preferable and Important to the Deſign of 
the Service. | 

The Projectors, to Vindicate their Scheme, and their fair Intentions to the Pub- 
lick, are Ready, either to Undertake and Secure at their own Hazard any parti- | 
cular Dividend of the Work that ſhall be Aſſign'd them to begin with, according 
to the Eſtimate and „ them already made thereof; Or, to 
| Overſee and Carry on the Work on tlie Nations Account being Allow'd a Com- 
petent Conſideration for fuch Service: Or Laſtly to give Way to any Others who 
ſhall Demonſtrate that they can either Mend the Method or Moderate the Ex- 
pence of the Service. 2 - 
And this, tis Hop'd,may ſerve to Vindicate the Projectors from any Diſinge- 

nuous Practice in this Undertaking, who can neither Foreſee what Branch or Divi- 
| hon of the Work may be firſt or laſt Allotted em to Carry on; nor in what 

1 they may be Imploy'd , nor even whether they ſhall be Imploy d at all in
